Madrid, April 24.—The following decree of the Spanish government 


“was gazetted today: 


“ Diplomatic relations are broken off between Spain and the United 
States, and the state of war having begun between the two countries numerous 
questions of international law arise which must be precisely defined chiefly 
because the injustice and provocation come from our adversaries and it is they 
who, by their detestable conduct, have caused this grave conflict. 

“ We have observed with strictest fidelity the principles of international 
law and have shown the most scrupulous respect for morality and the right of 
government. There is an opinion that the fact that we have rot adhered to 
the declaration of Paris does not exempt us from the duty of respecting the 
principles therein enunciated. ‘The principle Spain unquestionably refused 
to admit then was the abolition of privateering. The government now con- 
siders it most indispensable to make absolute reserve on this point in order to 
maintain our liberty of action and uncontested right to have recourse to pri- 
vateering when we consider it expedient, first by organizing immediately a 
force of cruisers auxiliary to the navy, which will be composed of vessels of 
our mercantile marine and with equal distinction in the work of our navy.”

PORTUGAL MAY GET IN TROUBLE,

Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]— 
There will bea formal declaration of war 
against Spain tomorrow and both Houses of 
Congress will act at once in harmony witha 
suggestion to ‘be miade in a special message 
from President McKinley. 

Practically war has existed ever since the 
fleet began the blockade of Havana last 
Friday, but it has been found necessary to 
make a legal-declaration so as to define the 
status not only of the United States and 
Spain regarding each other, but also to fix 
the rights and restrictions of neutrals. 

The capture of a Spanish ship on Friday 
was the first act of hostilities between the 
two countries, and it has been followed by 
similar acts every day, until the latest re- 
port from Key West tonight is that a prize 
has been made of a rich steamship, Miguel 
‘Jover, with ‘a rich cargo of 2,000 tons, The 
President and his advisers have felt that In 


on either side suspicion would be cast on 
these captures, and hence it was decided to 
have Congress act at once. 
The declaration of war comes after the 
opening of hostilities, but this was also the 
case in regard to the war with Mexico; for 
/the battles of Palo Alto and Resaca de la 
’ Palma had been fought before the passage 
of the act of May 13, 1846, which recognized 
“a state of war-as existing by the act of 
the republic'of Mexico.” . 
- It waee'recognized at the time that this act 
‘of Congress not only provided for the future 
prosecution of the war, but Wis in itselfa 


acts of the President. In the same way the 
. action of Congress tomorrow will have a 
retroactive effect and will legalize the capt- 
ures already made by the fleet between 
Florida and Havana. 


Effect of War Declaration. 


The coming déclaration of war will be of 
importance in more than one way, for it im- 
mediately abrogates the treaty with Spain in 
all its partievlars and it renders it treason 
| for any citizen of the United States to carry 
on communication with the Spanish forces. 
Partnerships between Americans and Span- 
lards will be at once broken, and all property 
belonging to Spain now in the United States 
may be confiscated as an act of war. This 
will apply to mules, provisions, coal, arms, 


the name of or intended for the use of the 
Spanish government. 

At the same time the declaration of war 
will have an immediate effect upon the atti- 
tude of foreign nations. They must at once 
proclaim their neutrality, and if they fail to 
do so after a reasonable time their ships 
also will be subject to capture. 

By means of the declaration of war the 
United States will at once force Portugal 
to prohibit Spain from using the Cape Verde 
Island as a base of operations against the 
United States, and the probable result. will 
be that the flotilla there will be obliged to 
leave within twenty-four hours after the 
Portuguese government has been notified of 
the declaration of war. This will bring mat- 
ters to a cfisis and the Spanish fleet must 
either sail for Cuba or double on its tracks 
and return to the Canaries. 


Fleet to Go to Philippines. 


In anticipation of the declaration of war 
the American fleet at Hongkong has been 
ordered to leave that port and start for the 
Philippines. Immediately after Congress 
acts dispatches will be sent to Hongkong 
ordering the fleet to seize the Philippine 
Islands without delay and capture or destroy 
all Spanish ships there. The resolution of 
intervention passed by Congress did not 
justify a hostile movement against the far- 
away Philippine Islands, nor did it justify 
either, the seizure or blockade of Puerto 
Rico. Both of these na¥al movements will 
be entered upon as part of the genera] war 
against Spain. The execution of the Presi- 
dent's proclamation calling for 125,000 volun- 
teers will be begun by the War department 
early Monday morning, and before night the 
Governors of the forty-five States will be 
duly notified of the troops they will be ex- 
pected to furnish. It is the present plan to 
organize the troops at a central camp in 
each of the States, which will probably be 
designated by the Governors. The actual 
mobilization may not come for some little 
time, as it will be Necessary to muster in 
the. troops, inspect them, and supply defi- 
clencies in equipment, arms, ammunition, 
and stores. 

It may be a matter of weeks, or even 
months, before the army will be in shape to 
undertake active operations in Cuba. Presi-

Mission of Flying Squadron. 

Great mystery is attached to the sailing of 
the two cruisers, Minneapolis and Columbia, 
belonging to the flying squadron, and un- 
official campaign authorities are supply- 
ing those two ships with an endless amount 
of missions, whereas the understanding in 
the department is that they have gone to 
head off some valuable Spanish merchant 
ships and prevent their reaching a neutral 
port. All alarm over the safety of the 
ocean fiyer Paris has disappeared, for it 
is well understood that when once the fleet 
steamship is on the high seas there is 
nothing afloat that can catch her. 
believed at the department that the first 
tangible effect of the declaration of war 
will be the seizure of Puerto Rico and the 
possible destruction of the coal supplies 
there, so that the Spanish will be unable 
to make that island a base of operation 
against Cuba. The department has been 
informed from a source supposed to be re- 
liable that the Spanish flotilla at the Cape 
Verde Islands expects to sneak away and 
give battle to the Cuban fleet, but the idea 
of the four armored cruisers running up 
against the big battleships under Admiral 
Sampson is so prepostercus that it is not 
believed even Spaniards would think of 


All of the subordinate officials of the navy 
have become impressed with this idea, how- 
ever, but those in a position to know are 
rather inclined to believe that the Span- 
iards will bring their ships back to the 
Canaries and thence home to Cadiz, leaving 
Cuba to its fate. All of the reports received 
through the agents of the Navy department 
abroad indicate that the Spanish ships are 
not in a ‘condition for effective service. 


Many Spanish Ships Useless. 

It is intimated that the four cruisers in 
the Cape Verde fleet are practically all of 
the Spanish navy ready for sea, the other 
ships being either undergoing repairs or else 
of obsolete types, which render them prac- 
tically useless. Following close upon the 
declaration of war every neutral port in the 
world will be closed to Spain as well as to 
the United States, so far as warlike opera- 
tions are concerned, and hence it is believed 
that Spain will keep her ships at home and 
depend exclusively on the land forces under 
Blanco for the defense of Cuba. 

The State department has received a num- 
ber of dispatches regarding the probability 
of an immediate Cabinet crisis at Madrid. If 
the Sagasta ministry goes down the war will 
be prosecuted by Spain with 
amount of foolish dash which may lead to 
some temporary successes; but if Sagasta 
‘stays in power the probabilities are that he 
will see his way clear after a certain amount 
of bluster to yield to the repyesentations of 
the European powers and consent toa treaty 
of peace on being assured that Europe will 
guarantee the stability of the kingdom. For 
the next week or two the operations of the 
blockade are likely to be devoid of sensation 
and there is no possibility of landing in force 
/in Cuba until the volunteer army has not 
only been thoroughly organized but well 
seasoned for active service. There will be 
no bombardment of Havana in any event 
unless it becomes necessary, strictly as a 
military measure; and if the junction with 
Gomez proves to be as much of a military 
stroke as the President seems to hope there 
is a remote possibility that the volunteer 
soldiers may not get into Cuba after all, 
for, although some kind of an army of occu- 
pation will be necessary during the construc- 
tion of the new government, the regular 
forces would be naturally selected for that 
However, the volunteer army will 
spring into being tomorrow and the chances 
are that the President will do his part by

Capture of the Jover. 


The Jover is a magnificent steamer of over 
2,000 tons and had a full cargo of cotton 
and staves on board. The prize is worth not 
less than $400,000. The Jover was a prize 
of the gunboat Helena and is the reward for 
some independent action of the gunboat. 
The Helena left Key West after the main 
fleet and struck off toward the west end 
of the Cuban coast. The dark, cloudy night 
had barely broken to a glorious Cuban dawn 
when the Helena saw smoke on the Western 
horizon and gave chase. 

It was soon evident that the quarry had 
sighted the hunter and was making a run 
for it. The freighter was no match In speed 
for the gunboat, however, and the Helena 
was soon near enough to fire a shot. Only 
one blank shot was required. The fugitive 
steamer shook out the Spanish flag and 
hove to. When the Helena came up the 
Captain tried to talk Captain Swinburne 
out of his prize. le urged that he was from 
an American port, New Orleans, and knew 
nothing of a declaration of war. The talk 
did him no good. He wes taken on board 
the Helena and a prize crew of a dozen 
sailors and sixteen marines, under Ensigns 
M. C. Davis and H. G. McFarland, was put 
aboard the Jover. 

The first the fleet knew of the capture was 
when the Helena came steaming up with her 
prize and signaled the flagship. The other 
ships cheered and the Helena started off for 
Key West, the Jover being worked by its 
own men, superintended by the prize crew. 
There was no picture of greater enjoyment 
than the big American blue jacket buck and 
wing dancing behind the depressed Spaniard 
at the Jover’s wheel. 


Mathilda an Easy One. 


The other prize, the Mathilda, was a sixty- 
ton schooner with a cargoofrum. The flag- 
ship was busy returning the salute of an 
Itallan man-of-war, so the torpedo boat 
Porter was sent after the schooner. This 
was the quickest capture made so far. The 
swift torpedo boat skimmed over the water 
like a flying fish. For mere formality's sake 
the yh did the Mathilda the honor ofa 
blank salute, then it ran up and threw a 
hawser on board. 

The Spaniards did not like it, but they had 
to make the line fast. They took the Cap- 
tain of the schooner aboard the Porter and 
towed the prize into the fleet. The Mathilda 
was worked by men of the Spanish naval 
reserve, the first men of a war complexion 
we have had the pleasure of taking. The 
schooner was from Sierra Morena, east of 
Cardenas, bound fdr Havana. At the re- 
quest of Captain Sampson one of the news> 
paper boats towed the prise to Key West.

Mobile, Ala., April-24.—[Spectal.]—The 
United States revenue cutter Winona, Cap- 
tain Gooding, slipped out of this port at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and steamed 
down the river. This afternoon at 1 o'clock 
it captured at Ship Island the Spanish 
steamship Saturnina, Captain Zuloaga, 1,826 
tons, which arrived at Ship Island on Friday 
afternoon from Havana. The vessel was 
seen to pass Fort Morgan, and the fact was 
telegraphed to General J. W. Burke, Col- 
lector of the port. He at once ordered the 
revenue cutter Winona'‘to sea to follow and 
capture the Spanish ship.

General Blanco, were unloaded Thursday 
last.

Sampson’s Fleet the Target for the Bat- 
teries at Havana, but No Re- 
ply Is Made.

On Board Flagship New York, Apri! 23, 
via Key West, Apmil 24.—Havana is block- 
aded and four Spanish merchantmen were 
captured as prizes today after exciting pur- 
suits. Tonight, while the squadron was six 
miles off Morro Castle, the Spanish batter- 
fes opened on the American ships, but in the 
dark their attempt was so ineffectual that 
the demonstration was treated as a huge 
joke through the fleet. 
While the flagship was picking up the 
squadron at 11 o’clock tonight, six miles off 
Havana harbor, heavy firing was opened on 
the shore, apparently by the water battery 
at Morro Cas@le and the Santa Clara bat- 
teries on the western side of the bay. As 
the wind was blowing from the northwest 
the sound of the guns did not reach the flag- 
ship, but the flashes were distinct and were 
counted up to ten shots by the officerson the 
signal bridge. It is supposed that one of the 
torpedo boats or cruisers in scouting ran 
close to the coast, was discovered by the 
sentries on watch, and fire opened upon it. 
Captain Chadwick and Admiral Sampson 
had turned in. Chadwick was asleep on the 


watch officers, rather excited, woke him 
and reported heavy cannonading. It was 
possible that the fire was directed against 
the fleet, as a ten or twelve inch gun could 
easily carry to the flagship, which had been 
signaling by lights and rockets all through 
the evening. 

The officer asked Captain Chadwick if it 
would not be best to cease signaling.

At present the main difficulty is to decide 
what is to be done with the prisoners. The 
Pedro will make an excellent coaling vessel, 
but the crew is a decided incumbrance. 

In the meantime the Southern population 
takes matters quietly. Neither at Tampa 
nor in Key West does the fact that war is 
now existent seem to have been realized any 
more than it was two days ago in Havana. 
Certainly nothing could have looked more 
peaceful than the harbor as we steamed 
into it this afternoon. Only a couple of dis- 
patch boatg and torpedo boats were left, and 
they could hardly be distinguished at a dis- 
tance on account of the somber color which 
almost obliterates the navy from view. 

Various opinions with regard’to the Cuban 
climate have been expressed in regard to 
the probable invasion of the island. It may 
be consoling to many to know that any 
healthy person with ordinary intelligence 
and average cleanliness need have litile to 
fear even in the rainy season. The main 
thing is to keep off the ground at night, and 
for that reason the army could be equipped 
with hammocks. That slight precaution 
will obviate any amount of fever. There is 
plenty of water in Cuba of an excellent 
quality and reptiles are practically non-exist- 
ent, so that even in the worst season the loss 
from disease should not be great in our army.

with the taking of depositions. 

If the sale of the prize is ordered the gross 
proceeds are to be deposited with the As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States at 
the place nearest to the sale, subject to the 
order of the court. The court is to make a 
decree of distribution determining what ves- 
sels are to share in the prize, and whether 
the prize was of superior, equal, or inferior 
force to the vessel or vessels making the 
capture.” The net proceeds of all property 
condemned as prize shall, when the prize 
was of superior or equal force to the vessel 
or vessels making the capture, be decreed 
to the captors. This provision was evident- 
ly put in the law with a view to encouraging 
vessel Captains to exert their greatest effort 
when meeting a foe of superior or of equal 
strength, as the same section of the law 
provides that when the prize vessel was of 
inferior force to the captors one-half of 
the net proceeds is to be decreed to the 
United States and. the other half to the 
captors. In cases where the amount in 
controversy exceeds $2,000 appeals may be 
taken to the Supreme Court.

subject to minor fluctuations, appears to 
have been gradually shrinking for about 
fifteen years. It attainéd its maximum de- 
velopment in 1883, when the combined im- 
ports and exports reached a value of $24,- 
725,632, or more than $10,000,000 in excess of 
the present figures. The returns for 1897 
were the lowest, with the single exception of 
those of 1895, which fell to $14,501,195, record- 
ed since 1878, twenty years ago. The average 
value per annum for the last five years, 1803- 
1897, amounted to $16,240,588, as against 
$18,305,404 for the five years immediately 
preceding. 

Our trade balance with Spain has been 
normally 3 to 1 in favor of the United States. 
In 1897 this balance amcunted to $7,280,772. 
The falling off in trade seems to have af- 
fected exports and imports equally, so the 
ratio remains unchanged. 

The bulk of our exports to Spain are agri- 
cultural products, and these have increased 
from 75 per cent to over 86 per cent in the 
last decade. 

Our Spanish {imports are also chiefly agr!- 
cultural, but these have steadily decreased 
from 65.91 per cent in 1888-'92 to 62.69 per cent 
in 1893-'97. As regards our exports to Spain, 
the falling off in the agricultural commod- 
ities was not so great as that in the non- 
agricultural. The average annual value of 
the agricultural exports, which came to 
$10,721,881 in 1888-1892, was nearly as large 
in 1893-1897, amounting to $10,366,992, where- 
as that of the non-agricultural exparts de- 
clined from $2,290,907 in the former of that 
period to $1,503,110 in the latter. ; 

Our importation of Spanish fruits, nuts, 
and wine, which form 85 per cent’of our 
Spanish imports, Rave declined quite rap- 
idly during the last ten years. The average 
value per annum of our importations of 
fruits and nuts for 1893-1897 amounted to 
only $1,703,727, as compared with $2,569,665 
for 1888-1892. Our imports for 1897, valued 
at $1,441,251, were the smallest of the decade 
except those for 1895, which had a valuation 
of only $1,326,898. 

The amount of Spanish wines purchased 
by the United States has for several years 
been steadily decreasing. The receipts dur- 
ing 1807. valued at $523,416, were the small- 
est of the decade. The average yearly value 
of the imports, which ‘amounted to $770,052 
in 1888-1892, fell off to $504,555 in 1893-1897. 


.The importations consist chiefly of still 


wines in the cask. 

Cotton is the mainstay of our export trade 
with Spain. Measured in value it consti- 
tutes over 80 per cent of our agricultural ex- 
ports to that country. and about 70 per cent 
of all the merchandise we market there. 

During the last twenty years the ship- 
ments have more than doubled in size, and 
much of this growth has oceurred within a 
decade. The average quantity exported 
per annum during the five years 1803-1807 
amounted to 111,652,032 pounds, as compared 
with 93,249,783 pounds during 1888-1892. 

After cotton our most important agricul- 
tural export to Spain is leaf tobacco. The 
annual shipments average about 20,000,000 
pounds, and their value about a million dol- 
lars.

United States Proposes to Permit No 
Further News to Reach the 
Enemy.

Key West, Fla., April 24.—[Copyright, 
1898, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—Now that the govern- 
ment is preparing to strike a decisive blow 
at Havana, it has decided to let no further 
information get to the enemy. The cable to 
Havana has been cut, and the people of that 
city will have no means of knowing any- 
thing about Admiral Sampson's fleet until 
it comes, hammering with fists of iron and 
steel at the door of the Cuban capital. 

The government has taken possession of 
the wires leading from Key West to the 
mainland and established a censofship over 
all cables offered as strict as any that Spain 
ever enforced. No news regatding the 
doings or purposes of the fleet will be al- 
lowed to go out of Key West. The news of 
the bombardment of Havana or some great 
naval fight will be sent from other points not 
subject to Spanish or United States censor- 
ship. 

The correspondent at Matanzas sends word 
that the steamship Vigilancia was driven 
from the harbor on Thursday night in order 
that the harbor might be mined. It is in 
such condition now that it would be perilous 
for any vessel to enter the harbor, and the 
Spanish authorities have made arrange- 
ments to notify any ship that sought to 
enter, save those belonging to the United 
States, which would be permitted to try 
the efficacy of defenses as the Maine tried 
those in Havana harbor. But the United 
States authorities have been duly warned, 
and no-vessels of aes fleet will be caught in 


any harbor trap. 


May Cut More Cables.

Flagship Brooklyn.J—For strategic pur-- 


poses and for the protection of information 
that might be of value to the enemy, Com- 
modore Schiey of the flying squadron has 
issued a practical censorship over those in 
his command, relative to the divulging of 
the reason for any movement made or to be 
made by the squadron or individual ships of 
the squadron. To more fully carry out that 
plan of protection to government interests 
only commanding officers are made aware 
of such movements, and the responsibility 
is thus minimized. 

It is for these reasons that the actual 
destination of the Minneapolis and Columbia 
is merely a matter of newspaper conjecture. 
The actual mission of the big cruisers is not 
and will not be made public, the Navy de- 
partment, Commodore Schley, and the com- 
manders of the vessels being the sole pos- 
sessors of information on the subject. 

The conjectures as to the objett for which 
Commodore Schley ordered them to sea 
last night are many.

Cuban waters has been received by the 
Navy department, and will give hardly less 
satisfaction than the report of a naval 
victory. The vessel has passed through 
the Straits of Magellan, and is now on its 
way up the Atlantic coast. 

Captain Charles E. Clark, the commander 
of the Oregon, is now in possession of the 
news that war has broken out between this 
country and Spain. He did not know that 
when he left Callao, but he was advised 
when he left that port to be on the lookout 
for Spanish ships and to guard against any 
attack by torpedo or other vessels. He was 
also advised that the Temerario was lying 
in wait for him at Buenos Ayres and would 
probably sail down the coast to cross his 
track. 

As Captain Clark now knows that war has 
begun he will know what to do with the 
Temerario should that little waspish craft 
undertake to challenge him. He has also 
been joined by the gunboat Marietta, and 
the two vessels ought to be able to make a 


letter inviting them to enlist for one year 
was read to them the proposition did not 
meet with an enthusiastic response. Sertous 
objections were raised, and when the roll 
was called and each man had answered it 
was found that three or four had refused. a 
dozen had signified their willingness for im- 
mediate enlistment, and the rest had agreed 
to volunteer after they nae arrived in Bos- 
ton.

PLANS TO TAKE PUERTO RICO. 


Natives Are Ready to Serve the United 
States if Furnished with 
Arms.

St. Thomas, West Indies, April 24.—[Copy- 
right, 1898, by the Press Publishing Com- 
pany, New York World.]—I have received 
from the junta the urgent suggestion to try 
to influence the United States government to 
strike the first blow at Puerto Rico by disem- 
barking troops on the east coast and march- 
ing toward the capital. One-half of the na- 
tives, the junta says, would swell the ranks 
of the United States army if furnished with 
arms. The soldiers would then, according 
to this plan, coJperate and take San Juan. 
There are now 30,000 volunteers. The fire- 
men have organized to fight for the defense 
of the island from an American invasion. 

P. S. Hanna, who was the United States 
Consul at San Juan, is of the opinion that 
to take Puerto Rico would solve the coaling 
station problem by the capture of the ex- 
isting Spanish supply on the island. Owing 
to the healthy conditions Puerto Rico would 
be an excellent base of operations against 
Spain and for the acclimatization of troops 
in case of the prolongation of the war. 

The population remains in ignorance of 
the events of the war. Halstead, the Eng- 
lish correspondent who was sent out of 
Cuba by General Blanco and who js now at 
San Juan, will surely be put to death.

CONSUL NOT WARNED TO LEAVE. 


United States Agent in Cuba Escapes 
Through the Advice of a 
Friend. 


Kingston, Jamaica, April 24.—The United 

States Consul at Baracoa, Cuba, Alfred T. 
Triay, his wife, and two children, two Span- 
ish merchants, and twenty-two Cubans and 
Spanish-Americans, mostly women and chil- 
dren from Guantanamo, debarked from the 
Ely here today, after a twenty-four hours’ 
quarantine. « 
_ Mr. Triay received a letter from a Santiago 
friend dated April 15, saying that the 
American Consul had left the week before 
and advising him to leave. 
steamer San Juan happened to be in port at 
Baracoa and, with his wife and children, he 
sailed with only two handbags for baggage, 
leaving the consulate unoccupied and the 
business unprovided for. 

When he reached Santiago he claimed the 
protection of the British Consul. He staid 
at a hotel in Santiago for a week unmolested 
and then the British Consul got him and his 
family safely to the Ely. 

Mr. Triay says he has been treated shame- 
fully. As there is no telegraph at Baracoa, 
he did not know what was happening on 
the outside, and was not warned to leave. 
It is assumed, as he is an American, that 
he will lay the matter before Congress. He 
does not know who was to blame. 

According to his statement, the southern 
coast garrisons have been weakened to 
strengthen the defenses at Havana. Last 
Thursday the San Juan sailed from Santi- 
ago with a regiment, and another coast 
steamer, pressed into the service by Spain, 
took troops the same day from Manzanillo 
for Havana. It was reported last Thurs- 
day at Baracoa that the place would be 
evacuated by 2,000 Spanish troops. 


MONITORS FOR BOSTON HARBOR 


Massachusetts Naval Militia Starts 
, with the Catskill and the Lehigh 
Will Soon Follow. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 24.—The monitor 
Catskill, manned by the Massachusetts naval 
reserves, left League Island navy yard fcr 
Boston late last night in tow of the tug 
Argus. It passed out of the Delaware Capes 
this morning, and with good weather should 
reach Boston by Wednesday. The Catskill 
is ready to fight should the occasion arise, 
its guns being in good condition, and the 
magazines filled with ammunition. It will 
be used in Boston as a harbor defense boat. 

The monitor Lehigh, also manned by the 
Massachusetts reserves, which will like- 
wise go to Boston, is expected to leave 
League Island early this week. 

Considerable friction has arisen over the 
question of the enlistment of the naval re- 
serves into the regular service. When the 
Massachusetts reserves in the Catskill were 
lined up and Assistant Secretary Roosevelt's

Denmark and 
Holland are seeking supplies of coal in the 
West Indies. “United States Consul Van 
Horn at this port has been authorized to 
purchase the existing supply of coal. The 
price is high. He has bought 1,500 tons, 
which arrive tomorrow, and is negotiating 
for more. 


SECOND REGIMENT AT CHURCH. 


Colonel Moulton’s Command Addressed 
by Chaplain Talmage—Crowds 
Stand Outside and Sing. 


In full regimentals, its band playing mar- 
tial airs, and with Colonel George M. Moul- 
ton and his staff at its head, the Second Regi- 
ment marched through the streets of the 
West Side last night from its armory to the 
Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church, where 
it listened for the first time to a sermon by 
its chaplain, the Rev. Frank De Witt Tal- 
mage. 

The progress of the regiment was in the 
nature of a triumph. Thousands of people 
lined the pavements and the colors and uni- 
forms were cheered at every step, both going 
to and returning from the church. | 

The church itself was surrounded by a 
throng an hour before the services were to 
begin. Admission to the church was by, 
ticket, and no part of the enthusiastic street 
gathering passed the police officers at the 
entrances. 

The crowd, however, remained close to the 
church, and was augmented as the service 
advanced. The songs that were sung within 
were caught up by the waiting hundreds out- 
side and rang out on the night air with a 
vigor that carried them blocks away. “ On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,” was the first hymn 
sung, and when the second line was reached 
the street sent back the echo to the congre- 
gation. The two choruses united also on 
‘*Tilinois’’ and on the national anthem, 
America.”’ 

The remarkable expression of sentiment 
was appreciated by the regiment, and when 
it formed outside the church at the con- 
clusion of the sermon by a slight relaxation 
of discipline the soldiers were allowed to 
return the cheers by saluting. 

Inside the church on the wall behind the 
pulpit the portrait of Lincoln appeared be- 
tween the folds of flags. Colonel Moulton 
and his staff had seats on the platform. In 
front of them muskets were stacked. 

In his opening invocation the chaplain 
prayed that the “ Lord be with the boys of 
‘98 2s he was with the boys of '61.”" In his 
sermon he referred to Mrs. Moulton, who is 
going with her husband to the front, and the 
regiment applauded. Twice more applause 
broke beyond restraint; once when the 
speaker declared that Cuba must be free, 
and again when he asserted that the Monroe 


doctrine must be respected.

MARINES TO LAND IN CUBA. 


It Is Expected That They Will Disem- 
bark at Mariel or Cabanas With- 
in a Few Days. 


New York, April 24.—[Spedctal. ]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says Com- 
modore Schley was ordered tonight to send 
the Panther, which contains the marines in- 
tended for landing on Cuban soil, to Admiral 
Sampson's fleet, under convoy of the Mont- 
gomery. The two vessels, under instructions 
from Washington, will leave Hampton 
Roads immediately. A landing will be ef- 
fected by next Saturday or next Monday at 
Mariel or Cabanas. The marines will throw 
up earthworks, and the Montgomery or some 
other formidable vessel will lie off shore and 
repel advancing Spanish troops by throwing 
shells over the earthworks back into the 


country. 
SHOCK HURTS CHARLESTON.

San Francisco, Cal., April 24.—[Special.]—

Warships at Cape Verde to Be Hurled at the American Ves- 
-8els Now Blockading the Ports ot Cuba. 


ATTACK IS PLANNED WITHIN THE NEXT TEN DAYS. 


Information as to the Movement Reaches Washington Through a 
Secret Source in Europ. 


SCHLEY’S FLYING SQUADRON IS TO INVITE A BATTLE 


Powerful Fighting Ships Now at Hampton Roads Will Advance to Intercept 
and Engage the Spanish Flotilla. 


SAMPSON WILL NOT HEED THE FIRE FROM THE FORTS OF HAVANA, 


Washington, D. C., April 24.—[Spectal.]— 
The Navy department has advices from 
Europe that the blockading squadron under 


| Admiral Sampson will be attacked by the 


formidable Spanish fleet now at Cape Verde 
Islands. This information comes from a 
secret source which this government is 
maintaining abroad and is of a nature which 
has been anticipated since the policy of 
Cuban blockade has been announced. 

This information is accepted as all such 
advices must be, for what it may be worth, 
taking everything into consideration. The 
statement may bea ruse purposely advanced 
by the Spaniards, but thé note of warning 
has been sounded to the commanding of- 
ficers of all the ships comprising the north 
Atlantic fleet. 

The torpedo boats of the squadron and 
the speedy ocean tugs attached to the fleet 
and now performing the office of dispatch 
boats will ply between the ships on the 
blockade and will carry instructions from 
the shere and the ships. They will furnish 
the signal of the approach of the enemy, 
which, according to the advices in the Navy 
department, is indicated as entirely proba- 
ble within the next ten days. 

During that period it is not expected that. 
the vessels of the enemy will be able to 
descend upon dur ships and the attack from 
the land fortifications in Cuba will probably 
be unheeded. 


To Ignore Blanco’s Shot. 


The instructions to Admiral Sampson and 
the orders to commanding officers of ships 
necessarily place a great deal of responsi- 
bility upon individual commanders and will 
leave considerable to the discretion of each 
officer in authority. In general, however, 
the instructions which have gone forth from 
Washington have advised no reply from the 
guns of our vessels to the batteries at Ha- 
vana. It has been, and still is, the policy of 
the government to maintain a rigorous and 
impartial blockade till the time comes for 
military occupation of Cuba. No other 
project has yet been more than discussed, 
and unless there is something to alter the 
situation the program of offense will be 
confined to the Cuban blockade. 

Should the Spanish fleet, comprising such 
vessels as the Vizcaya, Pelayo, Cristobal 
Colon, Maria Teresa, and Oquendo, and 
otherships, appear in Cuban waters it would 
be the occasion of the first great naval bat- 
tle for which everybody is awaiting with 
expectancy and hope, and the result of which 
our naval officers have no doubt. 

This sanguine attitude is not shared out- 
side of the Navy department and there are 
those who are repeatedly pointing cut with 
a pessimism that is almost frantic that the 


‘Spanish fleet exceels our best collection of 


vessels in the quality of protection, speed, 
and armament. The tedious comparison of 
vessels shows in reality that an American 
fleet could be made up so as to make this 
promised conflict one of speedy disaster to 
the enemy. Such a squadron, however, 
would be avoided by the itpanish, whose 
plans, from all that can be learned, contem- 
plate using the fleet in preying upon Amer- 
ican commerce and the isolated warships 
which must necessarily pursue their course 
in carrying out the orders from Washington 
or the instructions from fleet commanders. 


Little Concern Shown. 


The news that the Cape Verde fleet may 
appear in Cuban watérs naturally excites 
much interest, although but little apparent 
concern is exhibited in‘the Navy depart- 
ment. If the fleet delays its departure until 
the volunteer army can be merged with the 
regulars, there will be nothing more exciting 
in the history of each day than the ma:n- 
tenance of a strict blockade and the seizure 
of merchantmen. 2 

There is a well defined notion in the War 
department that the Spanish navy will not 
await, without action, the military occupa- 
tion of Cuba. This view among military of- 
ficials is sustained by the advices from Eu- 
rope. It is firmly believed that the enemy 
will attack our ships, and that the first feat- 
ure in the Spanish program will be the at- 
tempt to dislodge the blockading vessels in 
Cuban waters. This, from the Spanish point 
of view, is deemed to be reasonable and 
proper. It would weaken the ally which the 
army must possess in order to make the op- 
erations on land thoroughly effective. Ifthe 
Spanish fleet could destroy the ships of the 
North Auantic squadron, making the at- 
tack by surprise, the military plans would 
be manifestly disarranged. 


Flying Squadron Will Strike. 


The first news of the departure of the 
fleet from Cape Verde Islands will be the 
occasion of the sailing toward the east of 
the flying squadron, the commander-in-chief 
of which bears orders largely discretionary 
in their character, but looking to the ulti- 
mate wiping from the sea of this floating 
pride and dependence of Spain. . 

All day long the military authorities have 
been in earnest consultation in regard to 
the augmented army destined to carry out 
the policy of intervention. The details 
of organization have been outlined and will 
be concluded within the next day or two. 
The general plan has been devised and has 
been described fully in these dispatches. 
The use of the military force, after it shall 
have been concentrated and divided into 
corps, division, and brigade commands, is 
yet the subject of earnest discussion. The 
topic is likely to engross the attention of the 
Cabinet during the coming week, and to 
that end General Miles, who will have com- 
mand of the invading army, and his ad- 
visers in the department are preparing 
propositions for the campaign. 

Nearly every bureau chief has as a part of 
the prominent equipment of his office an 
accurate map of the Island of Cuba, pre- 
pared under the direction of Colonel A. L. 
Wagner, chief of the military information 
division. This has served as the basis of a 


é 


number of plans for the military occupation 
of the Cuban provinces and the system of 
warfare which will be used against the ene- 
my. One proposition which has been gen- 
erally accepted almost as a foregone con- 
clusion has been the transportation of the 
army, when it shall have reached its max- 
imum fighting strength, or when the volun- 
teers have been merged with the regulars, 
to Matanzas, fifty miles eastward of Ha- 
vana, and Cabanas, forty miles westward 
of Havana. 

This would land the American military 
force in the territdry held by the Spanish, 
who occupy the Provinces of Pinar del Rio, 
Havana, and a greater part of Matanzas. 
This occupation by our forces would follow 
immediately the attack from the sea. The 
coast line between Cabanas and Matanzas 
includes many coast batterles, which are not 
on the map and which are not commonly 
known. 

General Lee, before he left Havana, was 
able tv find out a great deal about these 
secret fortifications,- and in. the naval and 
land operations plan the information im- 
parted by General Lee has beén of inesti- 
mable service. The officers of ships of war 
have been advised of the location of these 
batteries and will not be surprised at the 
firing from there points. This feature of 
coast batteries, however, is one which wiil 
give naval commanders in Cuban waters 
the most concern. 

There is another proposition which, dur- 
ing the last day or two, has found many 
supporters. It is the plan of landing an army 
in the rear of the forces under Gomez. This 
conteinplates a negative warfare which may 
find supporters in some quarters. It is pro- 
posed to land the supplies for Cuban suffer- 
ers with this army and to allow the women 
and children to pass through the Gomez line: 
and seek safety and sustenance at a base of 
supplies situated in the Provinces of Santa 
Clara and Puerto Principe. The line, which 
is now in the western part of Matanzas 
Province, could gradually be moved west- 
ward, the American force following the in<- 
surgents and transferring to them the sup- 
plies, crowding the enemy out of Matanzas 
and Havana and into the Province of Pinar 
del Rio, where, if there was still resistance 
from the Spanish, the great battles of the 
land forces would be fought. 

There are those who countenance this plan 
who believe that resistance ef some magni< 
tude will be made in the Province of Havana, 
but those who have fathered the project be- 
licve that the silencing of Havana fortresses 
and the demolishing of fortifications will 
cause much coustertiation in the enemy’s 
forces and cause them to fall back into Pinar 
del Rio, where the final stand will be made. 

This project has developed a third proposi- 


tion, which is a combination of the others, — 


In brief, this contemplates a united attack 
by the naval force and the landing -and 
operation of two armies, one landing force 
composed, probably, of three army corps, or 
about 100,000 men, who will follow up the 
attack from the sea and be landed at Ma- 
tanzas or Cabanas or both points. The other 
army, of probably not more than 30,000 men, 
will land in the rear of the Gomez army and 
will proceed westward. This movement 
finds favor for its aggressiveness and be- 
cause it will sustain the military force in the 
enemy's territory. 


ARMS FOR THECUBAN PATRIOTS 


Government Has Arranged with .the 
Junta to Furnish Arms and Ani- 


munition to Insurgents. 
New York, April 24—[Special.]—A dis- 


patch to the World from Washington says; 
Arrangements have been completed by thia 


government to supply the Cuban insurgents ~ 


with arms and ammunition. - The govern- 
ment is preparing now to land in Cuba from 
25.000 to 30,000 stand of improved Spring- 
field rifles, a number of artillery batteries, 
rapid fire Maxim guns, and an abundance of 
ammunition for the effective use of them. 

It cannot now be said when these muni- 
tions of war will be placed in the hands of 
the insurgents, but I was informed tonight 
that when the proper time arrives for the 
35,000 armed Cubans to cotperate with the 
American forces they will be thoroughly 
armed and equipped for battle. When 
Estrada Palma and Brigadier General Cas- 
tillo visited the War department last. week 
the plans for delivering the arms were 
adopted. General Castillo is. thoroughly 
familiar with the topography ef Cuba, and 
knows every road that leads to the coast 
and to safe anchorage for vessels. 

This government will probably this week 
send a vessel to a secluded place along the 
coast. The munitions of war will be landed 
as rapidly as a large number of men can do 
the work, and the arms and ammunition will 
be taken to a place of safety for distribution. 

These arrangements have been made by 
the Cuban Junta and General Castillo tn be- 
half of General Gomez, and the latter will 
be at the head of his army to receive the 
arms when on the day agreed upon they 
will be ready for delivery. -

The regimental bands turned out and gave 
gerenades in front of the various regimental 
headquarters, and were accompanied by 
the rattle of sledges on the stakes that the 
new arriving troops were driving around 
their tents. ‘“ The Star Spangled Banner ”’ 
was played by every band, and the first note 
was the signal for “‘ Hats off!”’ and silence 
that was only broken by the rumbling of the 
troops gathering for war. : 


Grim Sabbath Day. 


It was a strange Sunday. Everybody of 
the immense crowd of over 15,000 visitors 
that went out to Camp George H. Thomas 
today seemed to feel the grim earnestness 
of the preparation that was going on around 
them. Everybody seemed to realize that 
the men they were watching march by on 
the road or lounging in front of the rows of 
Bibley tents were liable at any moment to be 
“sent to the front’’ to take a soldier's 
chances of life and death. The spectators 
seemed to feel all this because there was 


» little of the joking and giggling usually in- 


dulged in by a great mob of sightseers. There 
was war in the air and the representative 
crowd of the American public showed that 
they underetood what the massing of this 
army means. The men themselves, the offi- 
cers and the rank and file, show little con- 
cern. except a restlessness betokening their. 
desire to mcve nearer the enemy. ‘*‘ When 
are we going to move?’ was a constant 
query. 

Wh.le on the extreme right of the little 
army now forming an army corps encamped 
at Camp George H. Thomas, and which in- 
cludes the Third, the Sixth, and the Ninth 


Cavalry, stretched along the Lafeyette road, 


there was tho general appearance of Sun- 
day. On the extreme left of the corps in 
Mulién’s field, where the cavalry are en- 
camped, it was anything but a Sabbath 
peace that brooded over the battlefield sta- 


tion. The farrow road in front of Bagley’s 


general store was crowded all day with 
Wagons and supply trains. Mule teanis 


tangled up on the slope towards Dyer field 


as only army mules can, and their drivers 
filled the air with maledictiuns and anathe- 
mas as only army drivers can. Companies 
eafrying shelter tents and camp luggage 
and their sidearms and guns fastened 
somewhere around them stumbled from 
thelr cars across the road and through gaps 
in the fence, went splashing through the 
creek that separated them from Dyer field 
and formed near the road on the opposite 
side. Mountéd aids galloped wildly through 
the companies and wagon trains and field 


. and line officers atood on piles of railroad ties 


. Bome of the bullets 
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Or wherever they could find a point of 
vantage, shouting hoarse orders at their 
men. 

First Arrivals. 

The Seventh Regiment of infantry with 
550 mén under Colonel Benham was first in, 
and by noon their tents dotted the Dyer 
field north of the Widow Glenn's and be- 
tWeen the railroad and the camp of the 
Bight Regiment. More troops and baggage 
trains of the Tenth Gavalry arrived. In the 
afternoon the colored Twenty-fourth Infan- 
try afrived, and late in the day went into 
camp in the Dyer field. 

Light Batteries B of the Fourth and F of 
the Fifth completed their unloading in the 
morning and went into camp in Mullen’s 
field. Some changes have been made in the 
arrangements of the troops, and all are now 
placed where they will remain until ordered 
away. The infantry is in a half circle in 
the Widow Glénn and Dyer field, sweeping 
from the Twenty-fifth in a northwest direc- 
tion around the Wilder monument. 

Next to the Twenty-fifth is the Twelfth, 
then the Eighth, next the Seventh, and then 
the Twenty-fourth. The Third, Sixth, and 
Ninth Cavalry, under Colonel 8S. Sumner, 
eccupy the vineyard field in the Lafayette 
road. Colonel Arnold commands the First, 
Becond, and Tenth Cavalry, in the Dyer 
field, south a quarter of a mile from the 
Lafayette road. The Second Cavalry seems 
to have the worst camping place of any of 
the troops on the battlefield. The main 
camp is a low piece of ground along a nar- 
row road, with the headquarters tents on 
the opposite side of the road. 

The camping ground of the Second was a 
marsh when the regiment moved in yester- 
day, but today the water mostly ran off, al- 
though the ground remained soft and mud 
was manufactured wherever a boot heel 
Was set down. The Tenth, off to the right of 
the Second and on the bottom slope of 
Snodgrass Hill, seems to have the prettiest 
location’ on the battlefield. Its camp 
ground is well grassed over and the slope 
keeps the water moving so that mud is un- 
known around the tents. ie? 


Tenth Men in Trouble. 


Some of the members of the Tenth got in 
disgrace in Chattanooga early this morning 
#00n after midnight. A haif dozen or so of 
the colored troopers of Colonel Norville’s 
feommand had just got off their cars froma 
Jorig ride and were ‘feeling their oats” 
after imbibing something stronger than soda 
pop. They began a genera! fusillade on a 
street corner as a patrol wagon was passing. 
through the

CUBANS ANXIOUS TO ENLIST. 


They Want to Fight the Spaniards, but 
Wish to Maintain Their Own Mili- 
tary Organizations. 


Tampa, Fia., April 24.—[Special.}—Two 
thousand Cubans of Tampa stand ready to 
enlist in the United States army and go to 
Cuba to help drive the Spaniards from the 
island. All are enthusiastic, but the trouble 
with them is that they insist upon being al- 
lowed to preserve their organizations intact. 

The majority of these Cubans are able- 
bodied men who have become citizens of the 
United States. About one-third of the num- 
ber have seen actual service, having fought 
the Spaniards during the ten years’ struggle 
for liberty when the only arms of the Cubans 
were machetes. They know the country 
well, and the general officers of thre army now 
stationed in Tampa realize the advantage 
to be derived from having such men in the 
ranks, not only for their fighting qualities, 
but for the knowledge they possess. 

Negotiations are now pending that it fs 
hoped by the army officers will result in se- 
curing about 500 of these old Cuban cam- 
paigners to enlist and to serve as scouts and 
guides. The Cubans, however, are not in 
favor of anything that will curtail their 
neat to place full Cuban regiments in the 

eld. 

Nearly every able-bodied Spanish subject 
has left Tampa with the avowed intention of 
joining the Spanish army or navy. It ap- 
pears strange that while there are 12,000 
Cuban residents and 1,500 Spanish residents 
of Tampa not the slightest insult has been 
offered the Spaniards by the Cubans. Today 
while a Spaniard was out hunting near the 
city he was met by a genuine Florida 
“ cracker,’ who objected to any one hunting 
on Bunday on his land. As soon as the 
eracker ascertained that the hunter was 
a Spaniard he made him put down his gun, 
and then the native waded in: ‘‘ Remember 
the Maine!"’ was his battlecry, and by the 
time he got through with the Spaniard the 
latter Was a fit subject for attention by the 
Red Cross society.

a news point of view will be the announce- 
ment that Spain has made formal reply to 
our ultimatum. This reply has not been 
given to the public and it was supposed that 
none had been received. 

The document is a formal acknowledg- 
ment by Spain and also an acceptance by 
that country of the ultimatum as a virtual 
declaration of war. Congtess will therefore 
be asked to recognize this condition of’ af- 
fairs and to declare it to the world, using 
Spain’s concession as a reason for it. 

The war resolution has been prepared, and 
it is understood that the two committees 
having in charge the foreign affairs of the 
two Houses of Congress will be prepared to 
report upon it speedily—probably im- 
mediately after the reading of the message. 
An effort will then be made to have the 
resolution taken up and passed forthwith, 
and it is not now believed that there will be 
any formidable opposition to this course in 
either House.

HANG GEN. WEYLER IN EFFIGY. 


Crowds in Different Parts of the City 
Express Feelings by Noose 
and Torch. 


Several thousand people witnessed the 
burning and hanging in effigy of General 
Weyler yesterday noon at Jefferson and Mad- 
ison streets. Attached to the stuffed figure 
was a placard which read: 

*Weyler the murderer.” 

The effigy was ignited and raised to a 
height of fifty feet by means of a rope 
thrown over a telephone wire. While it was 
burning a portion of the crowd took delight 
in hurling stones and bricks. Whenever a 
thrower succeeded in hitting the target the 
crowd cheered. After burning about an 
hour part of the form fell. The part bearing 
the placard did not burn, and was left sus- 
pended, much to the amusement of passing 
pedestrians. 

Another effigy of General Weryler, titanic 
in size and hideous in face, hung yesterday 
above Monroe street on a wire extending 
from the Montauk Building across to the 
building opposite. It was too high up to be 
reached, and consequently it escaped the 
fire which was the general portion of Weyler 
effigies throughout the city. Occupants of 
an office in the Montauk Building were sup- 
posed to be responsible for the effigy. 

A crowd of 500 men and Boys hung an 
effigy labeled *‘ Weyler and Spain” on the 
Sedgwick street trolley wire, between Chi- 
cago avenue and Locust street, immediately 
in front of St. Ansgarius’ Church, at 7 
o'clock last evening. It hung there for an 
hour and was then lowered by the persons 
who had strung it up. At the auspicious 
moment a woman rushed out of a nearby 
house with a kerosene can in her hand. She 
poured the oil over the figure, and a smull 
boy lighted a match. While the effigy was 
burning the street cars were blocked. 

The mixed population of the levee dis- 
trict showed a common hatred for Spain 
last night by hanging an effigy of the ob- 
noxious General in Clark street, between 
Harrison and Van Buren streets. The dem- 
enstration finally became boisterous and 
Lieutenant Cudmore of the Armory Station 
gave orders to end it. Policeman Tuttle, 
when he cut the image down, was hissed by 
the crowd, which, however, dispersed at 
the command. Italians, Russians, Poles, 
Bohemians, Hungarians, and Greeks par- 
ticipated in the demonstration, the Chinese 
alone refusing to take part, though they’ 
were interested witnesses of the proceeding. 


Republicans Appeal to Castelar. 
Madrid, April 24.—Open letters to Sefior 
Emilio Castelar, the republican leader, are 
published, begging him to help reéstablish 
the republic. They appear utterly idle and 
vain, because Sefior Castelar is no longer fit 
for active leadership. 


Italian Man-of-War at Havana. 
Madrid, April 24.—An official dispatch from 
Havana, dated Saturday, says: * The Ital- 
ian man-of-war Giovanni Busan has entered 
the port and been received with enthusiasm. 
Three suspected steamers showed them- 
‘selves at nightfall.” 


Excitement in Barcelona. 
Barcelona, April 24.—The most intense ex- 
citement prevails here. Thousands of peo- 
ple are parading the streets and demonstrat- 
ing in front of the French and Mexican 
Consulates.

“Spain adopts privateering in fact, but 
not in name. The reservation in the decree 
issued means very little, and what the can- 
cellation of agreements with the United 
States can well be appreciated, particularly 
by Americans remaining behind in Cuba 
and those who own property there. Five 
days are granted for American vessels to 
leave Spanish ports. . 

‘Urgent orders have been issued for the 

movement of various Spanish men-of-war, 
and vigorous action is anticipated. Many 
French shipowners and not a few private 
Frenchmen have applied for letters of 
marque against the United States. 
“The Cabinet Council this afternoon 
(Sunday) discussed the conduct of the war 
and the measures it is proposed to submit 
to the Cortes. Sefior Puigcerver, Minister 
of Finance, will submit his projects on Tues- 
day next. Every occasion is being seized 
throughout the country for patriotic demon- 
strations, and the national colors are uni- 
versally worn.”

THE INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES. 

The Treasury officials estimate that the 
House revenue bill introduced on Saturday 
will raise between 90 and 100 millions. It 
is assumed that the additional beer tax will 
produce 35 millions, those. on tobacco and 
cigars 25 millions, and the stamp taxes on 
bonds, checks, deeds, express packages, tel- 
egrams, etc., about 30 millions. The beer 

and tobacco figures doubtless are about 
right, but it would not be surprising if the 
‘stamp taxes were to produce much more 
than the estimated amount. 

The volume of the transactions which 
will be affected by these taxes is infinitely 
greater now than it was when they were re- 
pealed over twenty years ago. A cent ona 
short telegram or a little express package 
does not amount to much in itself, but the 
number of telegrams ani packages sent is 
large. The rea) estate transfers for last 
month in twenty-four American cities 
amounted to 50 million dollars. Under the 
rates specified in the bill about half a mil- 
lion would be collected on transfers to tha 
amount.

After throwing down the gauntlet four 
days ago by the virtual dismissal of the

THE FUTURE OF PUERTO RICO. 

While Puerto Rico has not been directly 
involved in the controversy between the 
United States and Spaifi over the Cuban 
question one of the inevitable consequences 
of the pending war will be the separation of 
the island from Spanish ownership. This 
may be taken for granted in view of the 
necessity which will be forced upon our 
government, in the protection of its own 
interests, of wresting from Spain at the 
earliest practicable date its last and—next 
to Cuba—its most valuable base of supplies 
for carrying on a war on this coptinent. 

The fourth in area of the West India 
Islands, Puerto Rico occupies a most com- 
manding position at the entrance to the 
Caribbean Sea from the north Aflantic, . 
some 450 miles east of the eastern extrem- 
ity of Cuba, with the large island of Hayti, 
or Santo Domingo, intervening, from which 
Puerto Rico is separated by the Mona 
Passage, seventy-five miles in width. In 
outline it is nearly a parallelogram, strong- 
ly resembling the State of Massachusetts 
with ‘the southeastern portion of the latter, 
including Cape Cod, cut off. Its area of 
3,550 square miles gives it an extent nearly 
two-thirds that of the State of Connecticut, 
with a population in 1887 of 813,937. Of 
this number about 300,000 were colored— 
most of them ex-slaves, the institution of 
slavery having been abolished in 1873. Oc- 
casional attempts have been made by the 
Puerto Ricans to achieve their independ- 
ence, the most formidable occurring in 1820, 
which was subdued after an insurrection 
lasting three years. Of late there has been 
considerable political commotion in sympa- 
thy with the insurgents in Cuba, which now 
threatens to assume the form of an open 


Owing to its diversified surface and nu- 
merous streams giving it natural drainage [ to harass and hamper the administration 
the island has received the name of “ the 
healthiest of the Antilles.” It is also one of 
the most fertile of the West India group. 
Under a stable and progressive govern- 
ment it would become a most attractive re- 
sort for Northern people in the winter 
months, as well as capable of profitable 
Its principal 
products are coffee, sugar, tobacco, and 
rice, the first three constituting its chief 
exports, the bulk of its trade being with 


The question of the disposition of the 
island after the expulsion of its Spanish 
rulers, which may now be regarded as in- | 
evitable, will necessarily become an im- | 


portant matter. As the policy of our gov- 
ernment is not conquest but the preserva- 
tion of peace and order, the question of an- 
nexation need not be considered. The most 
probable course to be pursued will be to al- 
low the people of the island to choose their 
own form of government after they have 
been freed from Spanish domination—either 
by the establishment of an independent re- 
public under protection of the United States 
or by attaching themselves to Cuba. In 
view of the commanding location of the is- 
land and the constantly increasifig neces- 


sity of a naval station in that quarter for 


the protection of the Atlantic and gulf 
coasts as well as our South American trade 
it may be taken for granted that this point 
will not be neglected. The fate of the is- 
land may be safely left to the inhabitants, 
freed from Spanish dictation, whether that 
shall be absolute independence, or incor- 
poration with Cuba or some other estab- 
lished government.

REACHING Ovurt.recently grown up between 
the Southern States and 

northern Europe by means of a regular line 
of vessels plying between New Orleans and 
Copenhagen, Denmark. Heretofore there 
have been six of these vessels operated by 
the “ United Steamship company (limited) 
of Copenhagen,’ making monthly trips and 
carrying freight to Denmark, Norway, Swe- 
den, Finland, Russia, and the Baltic. In 
December last the port of destination on this 
side was changed from New Orleans to 
Newport News and Norfolk, and so satis-

It is a 
fact of no small significance, as it will be of 
deep interest to commercial men in the 
lake cities generally, to learn that the same 
company contemplates the establishment of 
a line of vessels running direct to Chicago, as 
soon as the Canadian canals are enlarged to 
admit of the passage of ocean-going vesscls. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN'S RESIGNATION. 

Secretary Sherman has offered his resig- 
nation to the President, and it will be ac- 
cepted in a few days. It would have been 
better for al] concerned if had hap- 
pened a year ago, for soon after’ Mr. Sher- 
man went into the State department it be- 
came painfully apparent that he was men- 
tally incapacitated for discharging the 
duties of an important office. . There is no 
question, whatever that if he had been 
elected President in 1896 he would have 
been succeeded before this by the Vice 
President under the last contingency men- 
tioned in that clause of the constitution 
which reads: , 

In case of the removal of the President from 
office or of his death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of the said office 
the same shall devolve on the Vice President. 

“‘Wisdom’s triumph is well-timed retreat.” 
After having served his country with equal 
ability and patriotism for over forty years, 
Mr. Sherman would have consulted his 
own happiness by refusing peremptorily to 
accept an office the duties of which were 
strange to him and which his own con- 
sciousness of failing powers shoyld have 
told him he could not discharge satis- 
factorily. 

At last he has decided to retire to private 
life, and there Tus Trisune hopes he will 


| spend many years of unbroken peace and 


quiet. He will carry with him the respect 
and esteem of the people, who will forget 
speedily that he was for a time a nominal 
Secretary of State, and will remember him 
only as the statesman who bore a leading

They say to 
the President: “ Open the mints to silver, 
debase the currency, fill the country with 
40-cent dollars, and then perhaps we will 
authorize you to borrow some of those dol- 
lars to pay bills which were contracted on 
the basis of gold standard prices.” 

These demagogues and latter-day copper- 
heads who call themselves patriots are 
enemies of their country. They vote war 
and then make it almost impossible to carry 
on war. They take away with one hand 
what they give with the other. They are 
insincere and treacherous. They are not 
thinking of a Cuban campaign and of Amer- 
ican Wetories, but of a rotten money cam- 
paign in 1900. 

The perfidious nature of their proposi- 
tions is apparent. Instead of selling bonds 
they desire more greenbacks issued, with- 
out further legislation to make their re- 
demption in gold certain. They wish to 
spend all the money in the Treasury, the 
gold reserve included, so that the currency 
may’ be slumped to the silver standard. 
They wish to destroy the credit of the gov- 
ernment and weaken its power to carry on 
war. 

The fate of these free silver obstruction- 
ists will be the same as that which befell the 
copperheads of the rebellion period. They 
will be overwhelmed at the polls by popular 
indignation. They will be driven out of the 
House and the Senate. The party to which 
they belong will be held responsible for 
their treachery by the American people, 
and many years will elapse before its sins 
will be forgotten. 

This is the time to remember that all 
party lines should cease at theshore. Con- 
gressmen who cannot remember that, and 
who play at partisan politics as though the 
country were not at war, never will be for- 
given. The duty of the hour is to support 
the President loyally. Heis the Command- 
er-in-Chief and he should be given whatever 
he thinks necessary to carry on war vigor- 
ously. Bailey of Texas and Jones of Ark- 
ansas should remember that before they 
commit themselves fully to an un-Ameri- 
can, unpatriotic, copperhead policy. 


One of the strong argu-

About one-third of 
these are negroes. Take off 500,000 and that will 
leave 1,000,000, the Cubans being, out of that 
million, all except about 300,000."’ 

Senator Foraker—*‘‘ About 70 per cent?’ 

Consul General Lee—" Yes, 1 think all but about 


300, 000."" 
Senator Foraker—‘‘ Are al) the Cubane friendly

Consul General Lee—“‘ I never saw one who was

This testimony, expressed as it is positive- 
ly and without qualification, is more con- 
clusive as to the real attitude of the native- 
Born population of the island, as well as its 
strength, than all the interested statements 
of Spanish agents or the guesswork of their 
sympathizers on this side the ocean. Espe- 
cially significant is General Lee’s statement 
that the Cubans embrace about 70 per cent 
of the white population and that he “ never 
saw one” of this class who was not “‘ friend- 
ly to the insurgents.”’ 


WHY AUSTRIA DISLIKES US. : 
Ever since Spain first began casting about 
for some means to evade the demands of the 
United States regarding Cuba it has been 
known that Austria was inclined to do all 
it could to aid the Queen Regent. This was 
considered quite natural, as Queen Chris- 
tina was an Austrian Princess, a relative 
of the Emperor. Austria has been the lead- 
er in al] the various and futile attempts to 
initiate a eoncerted action among the 
European powers on behalf of Spain. To_ 
the Austrian court we undoubtedly owe the 
offensive action of presenting a “ collect- 
ive” note of mild remonstrance to Presi- 
dent McKinley, and likewise the abortive 
attempt to bring about a concerted naval 
demonstration of the powers in American 
waters. P 

The perseverance of the Austrian court 
in this direction seems to suggest that the 
natural friendship for Spain is supplement- 
ed with a vigorous dislike of America. A 
glance at history seems to furnish some 
curious corroborative evidence in that di- 
rection. _This evidence goes to show that 
both the Emperor Francis Joseph and his 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count Golu- 
chowski, entertain a deep-rooted and tradi- 
tional hatred for all things American. 

It is a significant fact that the Monroe 
doctrine has always been peculiarly of- 
fensive to Austria, because it was originally 
aimed by President Monroe at an act of 
Austrian aggression in the new world. The 
Marquise de Fontenoy calls attention to the 
fact that it was the grandfather of Francis 
Joseph who originated the holy alliance 
against the United States, which called into 
existence the Monroe doctrine. Insofar as 
the rescue of the Cubans from Spanish 
cruelty is based upon that doctrine it is, 
therefore, peculiarly unpalatable to Francis 


. Joseph. 


* Another and even closer cause for the 
Austrian Emperor’s hatred of the United 
States may be found in the fact that he 
holds this country primarily responsible for 
the overthrow and death of his brother, the 
Emperor Maximilian, in the historic*and 
unfortunate attempt to establish an Aus- 
trian dynasty in Mexico. Here again Aus- 
‘tria ran up against the Monroe doctrine 
and suffered in consequence. Francis Jo- 
seph is not the man to forgive or forget in 
such a case. To this day the court at Vien- 
na absolutely declines to receive any diplo- 
matic representative from Mexico. It is 
but logical to suppose that the Emperor's 
feeling against the United States on this 
score still retains its bitterness. 

The cause of Count Goluchowski’s alleged 
animosity is more in the nature of gossip, 
but it may be worth considering. He is 
married to the daughter of that French 
Prince Murat who, a few years ago, was on 
the point of marrying a Miss Caldwell of 
Washington, and who suddenly broke up 
the nuptial arrangements because his mar- 
ried children’ threatened trouble if he mar- 
ried an American girl—and likewise be- 


Miss Caldwell’s husband. Gossip has it 
that Count Goluchowski now groans each 
time his hand goes into his pocket to help 
pay that annuity to his father-in-law and 
that his grudge against all things American 
is correspondingly cumulative. 

Whatever truth there may be in this talk 
of personal enmity on the part of Austria’s 
rulers, it is certain that the Vienna govern- 
ment would be willing to go to a large 
amount of inconvenience to see the Monroe 
doctrine even indirectly crippled. 


| While the attention of the 
GREAT 


world has been oceupied by 
BRITAIN IN the struggle going on be- 
CHINA. tween Great Britain and 


Russia for supremacy in 
northeastern China, it appears that a group 
of English capitalists have scored a distinct 
advantage by securing a sixty years’ con- 
cession of the extensive coal and iron flelds 
in the Chinese province of Shansi, west of 
Pekin’ The area embraced in the conces- 
sion is about 250x40 miles, towards which 
a British railway is already in process of 
construction. The supply of anthraciie in 
this region is represented as practically in- 
exhaustible, and its value to the future de- 
velopment of northern China, as well as,to 
English interests In that part of the world, 
will be almost incalculable. The advan- 
tage gained by England will add greatly to 
the value of its acquisition of Weil-Hai-Wei, 4 
few wecks ago, with which this new coaces- 
sion will, no doubt, be connected at an early 


day. 


THE CONGO RAILROAD. . 

A railroad of which great things are ex- 
pected has just been completed. It is the 
one built around the 235 miles of rapids in 
the lower Congo, connecting the 100 miles of 
navigable water between the rapids and 
the ocean and the 10,000 miles of navigable 
water above them. | 

Stanley ‘declared twenty years ago that 
the vast commercial resources of the Congo 
basin never could be developed until the 
railroad, which has just been completed, 
was built. It was plain to him, as it was to 
all who stopped to reflect, that the cost of 
transporting goods by carriers around the 
rapids was so great as to be almost pro- 
hibitory. 

Work on the road, which is 240 miles in 
length, was commenced eight Years ago. 
Persons accustomed to the rapidity of 
American railway construction will think 
that extremely slow progress has been 
made, but it is no easy task to build a road 
in equatorial Africa, where trained white 
labor is not available. bole? 

It remains to be seen now whether the 
sanguine expectations of the promoters of 
the Congo railway will be realized. They 
argued that the line would open up a coun- 
-try of great richness—having already a 
population of 80 millions—and much of 
which is so healthful that Europeans can 
settle there with as much safety as in 
South Africa. They claimed further that 
in a few years a trade would be developed 
amounting to hundreds of millions an- 
nually.

Under a sound money régime we 
have passed into a state of actual war with 
scarcely a ripple in fihancial circles. The 
secret of this may be found tn a single brief 
paragraph from the London Statist: 


The sooner Spain comes to terms the better for 
herself. The United States will need large 
loans, but the securities will be freely taken in 
Europe at a moderate rate of interest if Con- 
gress makes them redeemable in gold. 


In the absence of all doubt about that 
“if ’’ may be found the cause of the present 
sense of security. Had the Bryanites had 
the manipulation of that “if” in this crisis 
we should have been in the midst of public 
and private financial disaster long before 
now. Nobody at home or abroad would 
have been willing to lend the government 
good money with the knowledge that 40- 
cent dollars were to be given in repayment. 
Public credit and confidence, on which the 
whole superstructure of commerce stands, 
would have been demoralized at the first in- 
dication of war, and we should at the pres- 
ent moment be suffering from widespread 
panic, while the government would be with- 
out the sinews of war. 

With a good gold bottom to our finances 
we can now issue $500,000,000 of bonds at 
@ low rate of interest and need not even 
utilize Europe’s kind offer to take them. 
The government can place all the honest- 
money bonds it needs right here among our 
own capitalists. But if it were Bryan in- 
stead of McKinley calling for a loan the 
bonds would be going begging in every maf 
ket of the world. Honesty is the best policy 
for nations as well as for individuals, 


AFTER two days of wild rumors in lon- 
don it now appears.that the fleet American 
liner, City of Paris, is safe and is half way 
_, across the ocean speeding to these shores 
with its valuable war cargo. Unless this 
ocean greyhound was taken by surprise, 
which is not easily conceivable under the 
circumstances, it absurd for any one 
to believe it had been captured. The City 
of Paris can sall at the rate of twenty knots 
or twenty-four geographical miles an hour, 
average speed, and keep it up as long as 
coal holds out. If pressed it can make stil] 
greater speed. There is not a vessel in the 
Spanish navy that can overtake it. When 
once in fighting trim and armed with rapid- 
fire guns it can take care of itself against 
the Spanish torpedo boats. Hence the story 
of its capture was not only foolish but abso- 
lutely without foundation. 

After the City of Paris arrives, discharges 
its cargo, and gets to work it is going to 
prove one of the most effective vessels in 
the patrol squadron. It will make a note- 
worthy collection of Spanish merchantmen 
in American ports and will accumulate prize 
money galore. Were it off the coast of Spain, 
well armed, today it would play havoc. It 
could clear the Mediterranean Sea of Spanish 
shipping and make itself as famous round the 
world as the Alabama. It would swoop down 
upon the Spanish merchant vessels like a 
hawk in a barnyard of chickens and show a 
clean pair of heels to any Spanish war ves- 
sel. No one need have any apprehension of 
danger to this stanch and splendid Amer- 
ican liner,

Futile Struggle Against Misfor- 
tune Brings Despair. — 


SUICIDE OF C. W. LINDNER. 


Tired, as he wrote, of being a beggar, 
William Bacon, 38 years old, on Saturday 
night attached one end of a rubber hose 
to @ gas jet in his room above the Douglas 
laundry, 3523 Cottage Grove avenue, placed 
the other in his mouth, and turned on the 
gas. His landlady, Mrs. J. H. Donnelly, no- 
ticing the odor in the hallway yesterday 
morning, called another lodger, William 
Murphy, and they broke open the door. 
Bacon's body was found on the bed, the 
teeth still gripped to the gas tube. He had 
been dead for several hours. 

The man had arranged carefully for his 
death. His trunk, packed and locked, stood 
in the center of the floor. In a small tin 
box by its side were a few trinkets, a picture 
or two, and a package of worn letters. 
Penciled on a slip of paper was the in- 
struction that this box should be sent to 
W. A. Bacon, Cleveland, O. The name he 
wrote was that of his father, yet the short 
letter of expianation he left for the police 
contained an underlined sentence directing 
the city to dispose of the body. ‘“* There is 
no ore else to do so,” was the reason he gave. 


Feared His Attempt Might Fail. 


In spite of his preparations Bacon appar- 
ently was not sure when he began to inhele 
the gas that the result would be fatal, for he 
started his letter with a conditional clause. 
“If I die,’ he wrote, * send my trunk and 
things, all but those in the box, to Mrs. M. 
H. White, 3630 Ellis Park. The city will 
have to dispose of my body. There is no cne 
else to do so.”’ 

This was scribbled on one side of the 
paper, and on the other, written apparently 
as an afterthought, was the excuse he of- 
fered for taking his life: “ I've been a beg- 
gar too long; it's time to stop. It will be 
one less begging for a job and one Jess for the 
workers to support.’ 

Mr. and Mrs. White were the.sole friends 
he had in the city, and they were able to sup- 
ply more fully the causes which drove Bacon 
to the depths of\ despondency. They also 
told why he had asked the burial of a pauper, 
although his parents still lived. 

“His father, W.\A. Bacon,” said Mr. 
White, “is an old Cleveland ratiroad man. 
At one time he was wealthy, but he is now 
in straitened circumsta\ces. I suppose ihat 
Williath did not want them to stand the 
expense of burial, and hoped to. relieve them 
of it. He did not, however\ try to conceal his 
as his reference td. my wife's name 
shows. 


Educated as a Physician. 


“He came to Chicago three years ago, 
hoping \to start a practice as a physician, 
the profession for which he was educated. 
Failing to secure an opening he sought @n- 
ployment as a bookkeeper. He was an ex- 
pert accountant, but failed to find steady 
work, and for'months has been despondent. 
He had a room in gur house until last fall, 
when he took 2 room elsewhere. I suppose 
that he sends his trunk as a return for some 
of the favors he received from us. He was 
in hard luck and got tired of living. I tried 
to have him go home, btt he was doggedly 
determined not to add to his father’s burden. 
His mother and two sisters are also living.” 
Mr. White is a traveling man. 

After leaving the White residence Bacon | 
went from place to place tn the vicinity of 
Thirty-fifth street, staying in one room until 
he was forced to leave for non-payment of 
He had .been at 3523 Cottage Grove 
avenue a little over a week, and the money 
he had received frqm his last job a month 
ago was nearly gone. 

Bacon's parents were notified of the sul- 
cide yesterday afternoon, and, although ar- 
rangements have not been perfected, it is 
probable that after the Coroner's inquest 
this morning at 10 o'clock the body will be 
sent to Cleveland for burial.

-FETTERMAN’S NEW RECORD. 


Saturday saw the opening of the outdoor 
track season with invitation handicap 
games at Princeton and Yale and 
the annual dual meet between Stan- 
ford and California at San Fran- 
cisco. Chicagoans interested tn track and 
field work found much to interest them in 
these three events. 

Comparison of track and field records is 
perhaps more profitable than in any other 
branch of college sport, for there are fewer 
changes of form, and the ability of the men 
is more of a constant quantity. California's 
work is being watched closely by the West- 
ern colleges owing to the announcement 
that California would come East to take 
part in the intercollegiate meet, and has 
dual meets scheduled with Wisconsin and 
Illinois if an Eastern trip is made. 

Judging from the records made against 
Stanford the Californians are not so for- 


‘midable as was at first supposed. Drum, 


who won the sprints, may be faster than his 
records show, and the track may have been 
slow, but he will hardly be able to defeat 
Maybury and Burroughs. His time in the 
quarter, :53%, is at least two and one-fifth 
seconds too slow when it comes to a meeting 
with Stagg’s fast quartet and Mills of Illi- 
nois and. Wisconsin's fast man. At least 
three of these men can do a quarter in :51 
if they are In condition and track conditions 
are favorable. 

Almost anybody has a chance at the hur- 
dies this year, and there is little likelihood 
of any mén appearing who can class with 
John Richards and Kraenzlein' of Wiscon- 
sin, who took the events last year. Michi- 
gan is said to have set sail for the hurdles 
with good prospect of taking them. 


Strong in Field Events. 


California's strength seems to be in field 
events. e high jump resulted in a tie at 
five feet nine and one-half inches between 
Hoffman and Morgan, both Californians., 
There will be a hard contest for this event, 
and the Western intercollegiate record of 
five feet nine inches is likely to be broken 
this year. 

In the shotput and hammer throw, Wool- 
sey and Gulberson of California are good, 
men, but they will not have the hammer 
throw to themselves, as there are some sur- 
prises in store for them among the middle 
Western sehools.

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LIFE OF PREMIER THREATENED, 


Head of Australian Colony in Dan- 
ger from Angry 
Miners. 


Victoria, B. C., April 24.—[Special. }—News 
is brought from Australia by steamer War- 
rimoo of a serious riot at Kalgoorlie gold 
fields, in which Sir John Forrest, Premier of 
western Australia, almost lost his life at 
the hands of infuriated miners. About the 
beginning of March regulations were passed 
limiting surface rights of alluvial diggers to 
ten feet. Miners immediately rose in arms, 
and in a riot which ensued four were arrest- 
ed and imprisoned. March 24, while return- 
ing from the opening of the new railway to 
Menzies, Sir John Forrest returned by way 
of Kalgoorlie. When his train arrived 
fully 10,000 miners were at the station. The 
Premier went direct to the Wilkes Hotel, 
where an appeal was made to the Premicr 
to repeal the regulations. 

The Premier listened patiently to the de- 
mands from the miners for a time, but on 
their getting more pressing he lost his tem- 
per, and, telling them the men Imprisoned 
must remain so, and that the Cabinet would 
consider ‘the regulations, he attempted to 
leave the hotel. As he came down the stairs 
the miners, who had become most turbulent, 
rushed at him. Thousands pressed on him, 
and he was hit tn the face and bruised. The 
Premier was much knocked about, and the 
warden, seeing that Sir John’s life was in 
danger, read the riot act. The mounted 
troopers in attendance thereupon rode 
the crowd down, and galoped away for mus- 
kets. By the time they returned the door 
of the station had been forced, and the 
Premier, having got through, the door was 
barricaded again. The Premier having ¢n- 
tered his carriage, the train steamed towards 
the border, but, hearing that the rails had 
been torn up, the train returned to Perth. 
The riot was the most serious disturbance in 
Australia since the famous Eureka stock- 
ade affair at Ballarat in 1854. 


Few Days, Although Ultimate Re- 
tirement Is Certain. 


Washington, D. C., April 24.—While there is 
every reason to believe that Secretary Sher- 
man contemplates a retirement from the 
Cabinet at no very distant date, the indica- 
tions now are that the change will not take 
place immediately. He declined to discuss 
the question today, indicating there was 
more in the newspapers concerning his in- 
tentions than was justified by the facts. 

There is no doubt, however, that the Pres- 
ident considers the Secretary's retirement 
among the probabilities. He discussed the 
contingency with some of his callers today, 
and it is understood that Senator Davis was 
asked whether, in case there should be a 
vacancy in the Secretaryship of State, he 
would favorably consider an invitation to 
fill it, and that the Senator replied in the 
negative. 

It is also understood that the Minnesota 
Senator’s reason for taking this position is 
the fact that he prefers his position in the 
Senate and considering himself reasonably 
sure of a reélection has decided to remain 
where he is. 


WARNER SAYS WAR EXISTED. 


Illinois Congressman Declares Spain’s 
Claim to Be a Trick to Obtain Euro- 
pean Sympathy. 


Congressman Vespasian Warner, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Warner, passed through the 
city yesterday en route from Washington to 
his home at Clinton, Ill. They were regis- 
tered at the Great Northern. He gaid the 
purpose of his visit was to look after some 
private legal business and that he expected 
to return to Washington in four or five days. 
He said the recent primaries in his district 
had put his =e fences in such shape 
that they ulred no looking after. 

Regarding the claim put forth by Spain 
that this country had violated a well-estab- 
lished principle of international law in open- 
ing hostilities before making a formal dec- 
laration of war, he said: 

“This I consider merely a play on the 
part of Spain to obtain the sympathy of 
Europe, which, by the way, seems to be 
her principal object at present. I think 
there can be little doubt that when Spain, 
after the promulgation by President Mc- 
Kinley of the ultimatum of this country, 
requested passports for its Minister and 
gave General Woodford, our Minister at 
Madrid, his passports it, to all intents and 
purposes, made formal announcement of the 
fact that it considered that a state of war 
existed between it and this country. If 
think the best authorities on international 
law will so hold, and I do not believe that 
Spain will succeed in making any capital 
out of it. A formal declaration of war will 
probably be made by this country for the 
benefit of neutrals, but not with the idea 
that it should have any reference to Spain. 

“I do not look to see any Huropean pow- 
ers drawn into the conflict,” he continued, 
“despite the beliicose utterances of the 
Paris and Berlin papers. I certajniy do not 
believe the governments of the two coun- 
tries have the remotest idea of intervening 
tn behalf of Spain.”

“ These bills were not passed without suffi- 
cient opportunity to know their character. 
The public press had rung for months with 
warnings and expostulations. Public- 
spirited citizens, by public meetings, by 


printed pamphlets, and by arguments to the 
members themselves at Springfield and at 


home, had exposed the revolutionary and 
destructive character of the street railway 
and gas bills. Those who voted for these 
measures on.their final passage sinned.

“The Allen bill first provides that street 
railway property alone shall be exempt from 


condemnation under the eminent domain

“ Second—Gives the right to lease or pur- 
chase all or any part of the property of a 
competitor, and makes valid any such il- 
legal agreement already made.

FEAR OF THE POPULAR LOAN 


The beginnings of actual war have not 
proved as distressful to business as did the 
ante-war state of uncertainty. On Friday 


j} and Saturday the markets were under the 


full influence of actual hostilities. Qn these 
two days there were no signs of disturb- 
ance in the money market, rates being un- 
changed, and the tendency rather easier. 
The stock market was firmer. The world’s 
grain markets were decidedly higher, but 
increased ocean freights, owing to war in- 
surance, took off much of the advance, which 
should otherwise have appeared in quota- 
tions on this side of the Atlantic. 

Business appears to advance from a period 
of indefinite uncertainty to an uncertainty 
which is more prescribed, and, therefore, iess 
hurtful. The dread of war as a calamity in 
itself gives way to the more limited fear 
that there may be backsets, that it may 
last long enough to severely try this na- 
tion’s resources, and that the contemplated 
popular bond issue may cause an unpleasant 
squeeze in the money market. 

It is probable that until a peace treaty 
is signed business will continue to be more 
or less subject to fears which will tend to 
prevent the appearance of another real 
boom in all wars there are hazards 
which the conservatives feel bound to take 
into account. Still there ought to be better 
business from now, for far seeing mer- 
chants and leaders in commerce and in- 
dustry are quick to discount future events. 

As far as the popular bond issue, which 
may be for $500,000,000, the chances for dis- 
turbance to the money market do not seem 
as great as on the surface might appear. 
The money thus raised will doubtless be 
kept in the banks, as in the case of the 
recent Union Pacific deal, until distributed, 
and when distributed it will still stay in this 
country, for there will be no chance to spread 
it about in the strict observance of neutral- 
ity laws by other nations. That gold im- 


war, and that this country still has large 
credits abroad, is indication that the bank- 
ing community is not expecting stringency. 


Money Will Be Spent at Home. 


The war with Spain promises to almost 
completely prevent this summer the usual 
annual expensive outings of Americans in 
Europe. An enormous amount of gold will 
prooably thus be saved to this country, 
owing to the fact that so many tourists 
will, feel forced to spend their money on 
home attractions. 

As 90 per cent of American commerce is 
carried on in foreign bottoms, the exports 
of this country will probably continue to 
figure well. Even with ocean freights high- 
er, foreigners will pay for what they need, 
and in many necessary articles America this 
year has a monopoly in the world’s markets. 

The stock market now proves that the 
theory advanced several weeks ago, that 
hostilities were already discounted, was the 
correct one. On Thursday there was a bad 
break because of some persistent believers 
in peace finally selling out. On Friday and 
Saturday, however, with war then actually 
commenced, the losses 
about retrieved.

Wholesale Relieved. 


Grocery jobbers are considerably relieved 
at the decision of the Committee on Ways 
and Means of Congress not to levy an in- 
ternal revenue tax upon the present hold- 
ings of tea and coffee in thiscountry. Such 
| a tax would have meant a distinct loss of 
from 1 to 14%c per Ib to those having large 
holdings, and early in the week jobbers 
were considerably exercised by the prospect 
of being forced to pay it. Domestic sugars 
have advanced from 1-16c to \e, according 
to grade, and all orders are being accepted 
subject to delay. Reports from Europe in- 
dicate canes firm and rather dearer, with 
beets rising steadily. The flour market con- 
tinues firm, with upward prices for nearly ail 
grades, and millers report a good trade. 
American tobacco has gone down recently, 
due, it is alleged, to a disagreement among 
the people forming the tobacco syndicate. 
The local demand for dried fruits has been 
good, with prices advancing upward. 


Dry Goods Trade Confident. 

The consensus of opinion among the whole- 
sale dry goods, clothing, and shoe dealers 
of the city seems to be that war will have no 
sericus effect upon their business. Dry goods 
jobbers have not been so active during the 
week for the reason all the initial orders ure 
in ard the weather has hurt trade to some 
extent. However, there are a number of 
reoraers coming in by mail, and they serve 
to keep business going nicely. The notice- 
able thing about the trade is the demand 
for high grade goods of all kinds. While 
the cheaper kinds are moving yrell there is 
a gratifying increase in the inquiry for the 
better grades that is a good index to the gen- 
eral prosperity of the middle West. Dress 
goods and silks are moving well, kid gloves 
are as active as ever, seasonable underwear 
hes fallen off in demand, and linens and 
wash goods are holding theirown. The shoe 
trade during the was extremely 
active and jobbers and manufacturers 
were kept busy filling orders. Jobberz of 
shoes as well as of men’s clothing are getting 
their traveling men out on the road with 
samples of fall lines. 

Decrease in Demand for Lumber.. 

The lumber trade has fallen off more dur- 
ing the last week than any other of the large 
jobbing trades. This has been brought 
about partly by the war scare by causing a 
falling off in building operations, and partly 
Those best inform not anticipate, espe- 
clally for Chicago and environment, any 
harm to business as the result of the war.

Speculative Produce Markets Active. 


All the speculative produce markets dis- 
tinguished themselves last week. Corn had 
a sharp advance on enormous cable accept- 
ances and heavy buying of the May deliv- 
ery, which represents the requiremenis of 
Shippers and people in touch with the ex- 
port trade. The feature in oats was the 
closing out of am extensive line of May by 
Leiter at a time when he seemed to have 
control of the market, and an opportunity 
on the light supplies here to corner the May 
delivery. Since that line was sold out there 
has been extensive buying of May by local 
parties, who, it is intimated, will attempt to 
ao what Leiter had it in his power to do. 
Provisions have had a boom, the range in 
May pork for the week being $1.55, for May 
lard 45c, and for May ribs 45c. The outside 
interest developed in provisions, and sgemed 
to carry the market away from the pro- 
fessionals, who have been running it so long, 
and who have been talking bearish, with an 
eye to keeping down the prices of live hogs. 

The wheat market has distinguished itself 
by working below a parity with other mar- 
kets of the world and falling to respond to 
bullish considerations. Chicago has had the 
distinction of being the weakest market for 
wheat in the world. The reasons for the 
local weakness are not entirely clear. It is 
in part a matter of local bearish sentiment; 
a lack of speculative interest; the influence 
of good crop reports and liberal receipts of 
contract wheat, and speculatively the con- 
viction that Leiter has not only gone out 
of his line of July wheat, but fs short that 
delivery and bearish in his views regarding 
it. The Northwestern markets, which have 
been away above a parity with Chicago, have 
been advancing still further, while Chicago 
was indifferent or declining. The adjust- 
ment of deals by people who sold in the 
Northwest against purchases here has been 
against this market, while tending to fur- 
ther, advance prices in the Northwest. 

orthwestern prospects of a corner are 
considered good, as Leiter !s supposed to be 
working in connection with some of the big 
milling concerns at Minneapolis and Du- 
luth.
